A call to artists to participate 
in the “Flag Design Contest” for 
the Oakland Centennial Observ¬ 
ance, was' "issued f yesterday by 
Eric E. Stearne, chairman of the 
art committee. 

Deadline for entries is April 
10, at 5 p.m. Stearns requests 
they be submitted to Room 305, 
Oakland City Hall, care of the 
art committee. 

Ten awards highlighted by a 
$100 first place prize and $50 for 
second place, in the professional 
division, are offered, Stearns re¬ 
ported. 

“Flag designs should be made 
in 2 x 3 proportion, and should 
bear the name and address ,of the 
artist on the back,” he said. 

The jury will consist of repre¬ 
sentatives of the art departments 
of the University of California, 
Mills College and the California 
College of Arts and Crafts.
